institution aided was given a certain 
amount which was equal to about 
one-half or one-fourth of the amount 
the institution itséif raised to make 


the gift available. Under this plan 
the institution was required to raise 
a supplementary fund and the $125.- 
(00.000 expended in this class.of work 
enabled the institutions to raise at 
least three times that figure, or close 
to $400.000.000, according to Mr. 
Arnett. A large amount of this work 
was done among southern institutions, 
It also was required that each institu- 
tion aided should be free of debt. 

In 1919 the board entered upon a 
third phase of its work, Mr. Arnett 
said. 1t was realized by the board that 
the teachers of the country faced se- 
rious economic problems due to the 
falling value of the dollar. He said 
the™board realized that good teachers 
meant good education and that good 
education meant a stable civilization. 
The board furnished for this purpose 
$50,000,000, which was distributed 
among 239 institutions. This was giv- 
en with no strings attached except 
the expressed wish that the salaries 
of teachers be increased and) it was 
given to the 239 institutions, all of 
which were engaged in co-operative 
moves: for the increasing of salartes. 

Co-operation With Governments. 

The board next began to co-operate 
with state and municipal governments 
to improve methods of operation, ac- 
cording to Mr. Arnett. Secondary 
schools with professors of secondary 
education were established, all the of- 
ficials being state agents and all 
work done under state direction. 

In medical education, the report 
made by Dr. Simon Flexner on the 
equality of education in medical 
schools was epoch-making in its na- 
ture and Dr. Flexner was’ added to 
the general education board. Mr. Ar- 
nett revealed. In all. the Rockefellers 
gave $50,000,000 to this class of work. 
(ine school in Nashville was given 
$9,000,000 and. Tulane university 
in New Orleans was 
given $1.250.000. In Rochester, N. 
; a school was given $5.000,000. 
which was matched by funds raised 
by people of Rochester. 

The work of the board has been 
done on levels without regard‘to color 
or creed, according to Mr. Arnett. 
He said the Rockefeller family was

“The board goes in the role of 
helper’ and friend and has no desire 
to appear in any other role,.”’ Mr. Ar- 
nett said. “We like to work with 
groups of intellecfual people who are 
working earnestly to improve their 
conditions and we are always ready 


to help such groups where we find : 


them.”

This phrase is found in I Chronicles 
xvi, 29; II Chronicles xx, 21; Psalms 
xxix, 2, and xcvi, 9. Its meaning: is 
best ascertained by studying its con- 
crete instances in the saints who have 
attained holiness. Their creative 
force, charm, fortitude and courage 
are not to be understood through 
the media of biographers intent on 
the edifying or the miraculous, any- 
more than through psychologists who 
attribute their sainthood to visions, 
epilepsy and various mental com- 
plexes, 

I suggest you read “Mirrors of the 

Holy,” by Lucy Menzies, in which the 
authoress clearly shows what sanctity 
is. Those who possessed it were in- 
tensely human, and as a rule, lovable 
for their simplicity. ‘The book in- 
cludes St. Hildegard, a strange and 
universal genius; St. Catherine of 
Siena, St. Theresa and other celebri- 
But its chief 
value is in its lucid insistence that 
the beauty of holiness is derived from 
the supernatural life which trans- 
forms totally different souls into saint- 
liness and causes them to reflect the 
radiant being of their Lord. They 
are not of one kind, any more than 
the rest of us. But they share in 
common a divine vitality which lifts 
them above ordinary ways _ into 
transcendency of motive, thought and 
aim. 
This is the bracing atmosphere of 
celestial purity in which they move 
and have their being, as free from 
sentimentalism and as _ practical in 
purpose as can be. Sainthood thus 
defined gave Bunyan’ his luminous 
dreams, Wesley his indefatigable  en- 
ergy. John Fletcher, of Madeley, his 
marvelous winsomeness, and General 
William Booth his heart of fire. The 
fact that saimts of any age or creed 
exist by the operation of a power 
beyond themselves is an ever present 
reality before us.

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GUULIDGE DEFENDS 
PREPAREDNESS MOVES 


Philadelphia, March 27.—(#)—Cal- 
vin Coolidge, writing in the April 
number of the Ladies’ Home Journal 
on “Promoting Peace Through Prep- 
aration for Defense,” says the forces 
required for adequate national  de- 
fense should be “large enough so that 


a great -deal of peril involved in 
attacking us.” 

“They should not be so large,’ the 
former president says, “that our 
country would feel that we would un- 
dergo no peril in attacking others.” 

The article will be the first of three 


Mr. Coolidge to appear in the 


‘ Ladies’ Home Journal on the subject 


of promoting peace. 

“The duty of a government is or- 
der,” continues Mr. Coolidge. .. . “Or- 
der is of the first importance, because 
without it we could have no liberty 
and no progress. Property would be of 
little value, every home would be in- 
secure and all life in danger. 

“When the test comes the people 
will give up almost any other human 
right to secure safety and protection. 
Whenever anarchy imperils a state a 
military dictator always appears, be- 
cause the people prefer him to the 
Sam han 3 of the mob.” 

National Defense. 


“One of the methods,’ Mr. Cool- 
idge writes, “by which each govern- 
ment undertakes to preserve order so 
that it may protect its people trom 
domestic violence and foreign hostili- 
ties is known as preparation for na- 
tional defense. The great object that 
it all seeks to accomplish is peace, 
veace for the citizen at home and 


I peace for the citizen abroad. Prepara- 
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tion runs all the way from the po- 
liceman on the corner, who is our 
first line of defense, to the army and 
navy, with their supporting fortifica- 
tions and bases. 

“We do not have these for the pur- 
pose of making war, but for the pur- 
pose of preserving peace. The ability 
to protect the people within its bor- 
ders and to insure to them the _ se- 
curity which cav only come from the 
orderly administration of law is so 
much and so peculiarty the first 
requisite of every government that 
under international usage civilized 
nations do not recognize a government 
which cannot or does not meet these 
obligations. 

“Our army can be small because 
we are peaceful at home and far re- 
moved from attack by land. Also an 
army can. be assembled quickly. Our 
navy is more extensive because our 
shores, our great commerce, and our 
distant possessions must be protected, 
and it takes years to build a warship.” 

Declaring “no sure way has ever 
been found to prevent war,” Mr. Cool- 
idge says that “opinions may differ 
as to whether nations with adequate 
military forces are more likely to en- 
joy peace than those which neglect 
their defenses. ... 

“IT yéry strongly suspect that if 
there were but one nation in the world 
supplied with an army and a navy, 
and. to make the supposition as strong 
as possible, if that nation were our 
own, it would not be long before the 
other nations had been overrun. It 
seems to me that it is almost a moral 
certainty that we should find some ex- 
euse for taking that action. But 
when we know that other countries 
have a considerable ability to defend 
themselves. it is human nature for us 
to regard them with a more wholesome 
respect and be more’ careful about 
violating their rights... .” 

“While 1 have discussed national 
defense very largely as a method of 
preventing war, it has another aspect 
which is likewise of extreme impor- 
tance. Perhaps peace is au ideal that 
can come only to future generations 
which are more perfect than our own. 
Meantime we should take every pre- 
caution to prevent war, of which ade- 
quate defense is one. But we should 
also take every precaution to pro- 


‘tect ourselves to the fullest possible 


extent from its ravages, if it does 
come. The army and navy serve the 
double purpose of prevention and de 
fense.”’

Hamburg, March 27.—(#)—The

& Voss, ship builders, will begin next 


' week to rebuild the steamship Europa, 


damaged and sunk yesterday at its 
dock her by a mysterious fire origi- 
nating in its fore quarters. 

Representatives of the two compa- 
nies said the work should take four 
or five months.

This is less than first estimates, made 
when it was not known that boilers 
were practically intact: The elab-

| yesterday a bereavement like the loss 


of a son, today considered incendiar- 
ism the explanation of the mysterious 
blaze which almost razed the ship. 

Most accounts of the fire agreed 
that it started simultaneously at sev- 
eral different points. Those investi- 
gating, representatives of the owners, 
the North German Lloyd line, and the 
builders, Blohm & Vott, found no def- 
inite clew. 

The ‘ship was to make its maiden 
voyage in August and was looked 
to take its fair share of the winter 
trans-Atlantic traffic. Loss of this 
business was felt to more severe 
by the owners today than the actual 
damage to the ship. 

The blaze spared the stern of the 
vessel anid the entiré machinery and 
boiler installations. Interior deco- 
rations of the cabins and salons had 
not yet been started. 

The ship, filled with water from the 
fire-fighting machines, had sunk to- 
day to its nameplates in the water of 
the harbor, and was resting on the

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Beginning and V ast Growth 


Of Silk Industry Described 


The story of the silk industry down 
through the ages is, indeed, a ro- | 


mantic one. It is romantic even from 
our earliest knowledge of it; that 
of its discovery. It is, and always 
has been, a precious product. It has 
served to make the robes and cloaks 
of the most famed of ancients, until 
today it is worn by millions of peo- 
pe both great and humble. China 
1as given the world gunpowder, ink 
and printing, and is also credited with 
the discovery of silk. 

An interesting history of the be- 

gitfning and progress of the now vast 
silk industry Wednesday was related 
by A. B. Hammett, of the southeast- 
ern office in the Norris building of 
famous Vanity Fair Mills of Read- 
ing, Pa. The story related by Mr. 
Hammett is to this effect: 
_In the year 2458 B. C. Si-Ling- 
(hi, wife of the famous ruler Huang- 
Ti, of China, while in her garden one 
day was attracted by the many large 
green worms that were always feed- 
ing on the mulberry trees. Observ- 
ing them for long periods of time she 
noticed that they surrounded them- 
selves with a covering which seemed 
to be composed of millions of fine 
threads of a lustre and quality then 
unknown to exist in anything else. 
Upon recounting her observations 
with her husband, he asked her to in- 
vestigate and see if this new thread 
could be woven into cloth. 

Express Si-Ling-Chi found that by 
wetting the cocoons as we know 
them, it was possible to pull off a 
wonderfully fine thread of indefinite 
length. With this done;~she turned 
her attention to developing a process 
by which she could weave these 
threads into cloth, After many dif- 
ficulties and much labor this was ac- 
complished, and the cloth produced 
was of the rarest articles then known 
to the world. 

Favorite of Royalty. 

Onlv. the mighty could afford to 
wear silk aad it soon attracted much 
attention among other. nations, .who, 
wishing to adorn their royalty in all 
the splendor possible, found that their 
robes and cloaks were vastly inferior 
to those worn by the royalty in 
China. 

The making of silk was kept secret 
and was jealously guarded for several 
centuries by the Chimese. Hy the 
third century B. C., however, the se- 
cret had been learned in Japan. How 
it became known is still a matter of 
conjecture. The Japanese sent com- 
petent people to China to learn fully 
how to produce silk from the mul- 
berry free to the finished product. 

A short time after this a Chinese 
princess concealed some eggs of the 
moth in the lining of her dress and 
smuggled them into India. Here the 
industry received all possible’ en- 
couragement and for a time flour- 
ished. 

The first knowledge of the silk in- 
dustry on the continent of Europe is 
when Aristotle speaks of it. How- 
ever, he says little about it, so it can 
he assumed that so learned a man as 
he would have said more about this 
precious product had he known more 
to say. It is easy to see, however, 
where he might have — gotten his 
knowledge from. Possibly Alexander 
the Great told him upon returning 
from one of his expeditions in the 
East. About the beginning of the 
Christian era when Rome was.at the 
height of her power and most of the 
world then known to man paying her 


tribute, silk was one of the products 
of the east that the Romans most de- | 
sired, outside of gold. Silk, however, | 
when bartered was usually worth its! 
weight in gold... At this time the no- 
hility and people of great means in| 
Rome were wearing silk robes to a 


great extent. By the year 1480 A. D. 
the culture of the silk worm was 


pretty well established along the 
shores of the Mediterranean sea and 
had even reached Tours, France. The 
industry thrived in France, _ espe- 
cially in the southern part, where it 
still is of great importance. An ef- 
fort was made to produce silk in Eng- 
land during the’ reign of Henry VI, 
but the climate was adverse and it 
was soon given up on the isles. Silk 
culture was first tried out on the 
American. continent in New Spain 
(Mexico) by Cortes, the Spaniard. In 
1609, in the reign of James I, silk 
culture was introduced in the Ameri- 
can colonies. Virginia was the place 
selected to try to produce silk, but 
here too the climate did not prove to 
be of the right kind and the silk in- 
dustry soon gave way to the produc- 
tign of tobaeco. The culture of silk 
has been tried in all parts of the world 
where it might be possible to produce 
it. It has been found that Japan, as 
everyone knows, is the ideal place for 
it. They have just the right climate 
and an abundance of cheap labor, two 
factors vitally necessary for its suc- 
cessful production commercially. 
China also produces much silk, sec- 
ond only to Japan in volume. Only 
recently a company was formed in 
California to grow silk. The venture 
is still in the experimental stage, but 
shows promise of. becoming an_ indus- 
try of some moment. 


Preparation of Threads. 


One often wonders how silk is got- 
ten from the cocoons. When the ¢o- 
coon is moistened with water the silk 
thread can be reeled off in almost an 
indefinite length. About 800 to 1,200 
vards of silk thread is obtained from 
a good cocoon of good size. When 
reeling off these threads, it is quite 
common to reel from about five co- 
coons at one time and putting the 
five strands together, thus making a 
more substantial thread. After it is 
reeled off if is ready to be washed 
and prepared for export to all parts 
of the world, 

A technical description of the 
manufacture of silk threads for knit- 
ting requires a bit of detail beginning 
with the moth itself. Silk is the prod- 
uct of the silk worm. The silk worm 
Fecomes a larva, then a moth known 
as Bombyx-Mori. The moths mate, 
ihe female, lays eggs that are stored 
away in refrigerated places’ until 
spring or summer seasons,’ then 
hatched into worms, repeating’ the 
cycle of reproduction time and again. 
The worms spin a fine thread from 
an orifice at each side of the mouth. 
These threads are called filaments. 
Two filaments are put into’ each 
thread as the worm spins them into 
one. With a circular motion of its 
head it winds the thread all around 
itself. preparing a silk house or shell 
for itself and then changes into a 
larva. These cocoons are then taken 
by the farmers and stifled in dry heat 
to prevent the worm, in the pupa 
stage, from emerging from the cocoon 
and destroying it. 

To make threads for commercial 
use, cocoons are immersed in a bath of 
hot water and the threads from four 
or more (depending on size of thread 
wanted) are reeled together into one 
strand. 

Throwing or Twisting. 

For knitting underwear and hos- 
iery, several of these strands, already 
consisting of four or more threads 
from cocoons, are thrown or twisted 
one around the other to make a 
strand of larger diameter and greater 
strength. This is known as tram silk, 
meaning two or more threads thrown 
together and twisted to keep them to- 
gether. This permits the silk strands 


to be placed on machines for knitting 
at a great speed. It also strengthens 
any fibre made from it because of 
the unusually strong silk strands held 
closely together by the twist in each 
strand. 

One hears of denierage of silk. It 
means the commercial size. It is ob- 
tained this way: take a skein of 450 
metres and balance it on a scale with 
weights of 1-20 grams each. (These 
weights are the same as an_ old 
French coin called denier), hence it 
takes 20 to 22 of these weights to 
balance a skein 450 metres in length 
—<denierage then of this skein would 
be 20 to 22. 

The chemical composition of silks is 
as folows: Carbon, 47 per cent; hy- 
drogen, 6 per cent; nitrogen, 1¢ per 
cent: oxygen, 30 per cent. Its strength 
is three and one-half times greater 
than woo), A 13 to 15 denier silk 
strand laid one strand against an- 
other will permit 500 strands to be 
laid in the space of one inch.

That little group of sportsmen 
started some wheels turning last night 
which may be heard grinding through- 
out the entire world of outdoor sports 
before many years are gone. They 
covered so large a field in their en- 
“deavors that only by listing the points 
of discussion can they be made clear. 
Four resolutions were passed by the 
chapter, and in order of their general 
and immediate importance they are as 
follows: 

1. A resolution advoeating the 
passage of a law by the Georgia 

assembly requiring a license for 

fishing in the state. 

© A resolution that all money 
paid to the state for licenses to 
hunt shall he used for expenses of 
administration, enforcement of 
the game laws, propagation of 
game and fish and the purchase 
of suitable lands, to be held and 
owned by the state. and to con- 
stitute game and fish refuges. 

3. A resolution advocating the 
naming by the state of a conser- 
vation commission whose duty it 
would be to study conservation 
and advocate necessary legisia- 
tion, 

4. A resolution condemning the 
common practice of cutting wild 
flowering shrubs such as dogwood 

_and allied flora. 

- The matter of licensing fishermen 
in this state needs little discussion. 
At present the expenses of game and 
fish law enforcement are defrayed by 
revenue from hunting licenses. The 
hunter is paying the fare and the 
fisheman is riding the blind baggage. 
That is palpably unfair and the pas- 
sage of a statute requiring fishing li- 
censes is only a matter of time. 

“The same sort of primitive logie ap- 
Plies to the second resolution regard- 
ing the disbursement of Yunds 
licenses. The hunter pays a license 
fee for his own protection and the 
protection of his game. If these funds 
are turned to some other purpose be 
is not getting his money's worth. That 
is only a matter of justice. 

The third resolution advocating a 
conservation commission is undoubted- 
ly based on sound precepts. Such a 
commission would serve to place the 
conservation of game and natural re- 
sources on a business-like basis. Hit- 
and-miss legislation is always a fal- 
lacy and this case is no exception. 

The destruction of flowering shrubs 
in the woods and fields around At- 
lanta is such a mark of depravity 
that such a resolution by any organ- 
ization should not be necessary. But 
the fact remains that such destruc- 
tion doe& take place each spring and 
the Izank Walton league takes a com- 
mendable step in declaring against 
such practices,
